Eubanks Hanged.

M. Eubanks. was hanged in the jail 
yard at 11:50 this morning for the 
murder of his daughter at Los Gatos 
on December 22, 1889. He dropped 
eight feet and died without a struggle. 
At 8 minutes after the drop fell the 
physicians said the heart had ceased 
to beat. The rope cut the flesh and 
| blood flowed out over his breast. The 
body was lowered into the coffin at 
12:07 and carried to the undertaker’s. 
It will be sent to his brother at Los 
Gatos to-morrow for burial. 

On the scaffold Eubanks spoke, say- 
ing: ‘“‘Oh, Jesus, I give myself to 
Thee; thy will be done. I hope this 
will be a warning to otbers.’’ 

Before going to the scaffold he had 
prepared a statement, in which he 
ascribed his troubles to driak, card- 
playing and bad companionship, and 
expressing his penitence. 

The crime for which he was hanged 
was deliberate and cold-blooded. He 
borrowed a shotgun from Z. Wheaton, 
under the pretense of going to hunt 
ducks. He also borrowed ten cents 
and procured ammubpition, and then 
went to the Heath House, where his 
daughter is.employed in Los Gatos. 
Going to the kitchen door, Eubanks 
looked in and saw bis daughter at 
work. As she never spoke after being 
shot, what took place between them 
is only reported by Eubanks himeelf, 
He said be took the opportunity of 
remonstrating with his daughter and 
trying to persuade her to do differ- 
ently from what he accused her of 
doing, and when she refused, he fired, 
killing her. He tried to shoot him- 
self, and failed; then tried to cut his | 
throat, and failed. He pleaded guilty, 
but withdrew the plea and was con- 
victed.

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INDIAN NAMBS. 


x 
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How Their Fantastic Cognomens 
Are Acquired. 


Literal Transiatiof& of Some of the Very 
Titles by Which the Reda- 
men Are Known Among 
Their People. 


Many suppose that such names as 
“Sitting Bull,” ‘“‘White Gut,” etc., are 
but cognomens of convenience given 
the Indians by army officers, post 
traders and other white men having 
dealings with them. This is not the 
case, says a writer inthe Chicago Even- 
ing Journal. Thé@ fantastic names are 
literal translations of the real names of 
the Indians. The United States Bureau 
of Ethnology has devoted a great deal 
of attention to the ‘subject of nomen- 
clature among the aborigines, with very 
uhsatisfactory results. This much | is 
established: The Indian boy bas no 
name. He is a plain Indian boy until 
he grows up and becomes a buck or a 
warrior. ‘Then he is christened, not 
formally, but by general consent. A 
name is given him that may indicate a 
physical excellence, a physical peculiar- 
ity, prowess in war or the chase, a men- 
ial “trait, a habit, a resemblance to 
something in nature, the possession or 
absence of property or a dozen other 
things. In making a treaty with a tribe 
of Indians it is necessary to secure the 
signature of every male member of the 
tribe. These documents, as filed in the 
archives of the Government, offer som@ 
very curious reading. The last volume 
published of the session sets of the 
United States Congress contains in full 
certain treaties as to reservation bound- 
aries made with Assinniboines, Black 
Feet, Gros Ventre, Piegan, Blood and 
River Crow Indians. In each instance 
the name of the Indian andthe transla- 
tion is written out, followed by the ‘this 
X mark” and a seal: For instance, the 
Assinniboine ‘Chief, We-cha-je-tonka, is 
Big Star. | 

A casual glance over the columns of 
signatures will give some idea of the 
fantastic diversity of Indian names. 
There is a preponderance of such names 
as Big Bear, Iron Horn Bull, Fast Horse, 
White Horse, Little Bull, Wolf Panther, 
Mountain Lion. Physical peculiarities 


n which is published |

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indicated by such’ names as The 
thigh, Poor Shoulder Blade, Walks 
Like a Boy, Hawk Tracks,. Wrinkled 
Face, Red All Over, Throat of Bull, 
Left Hand, Squint Eyes, One Eye, No 
Eyes, Iron Voice, Woman’s Hip, No 
Hand. Turns Crooked, Iron Legs, Loud 
Voiced Elk, Yellow Teeth, Swings His 
Thigh, One Big Leg, Brocky, Lazy Man, 
Laughing Face, Stands High, Head Like 
an Arrow and Crooked Arm. 

Confirmed habits and disposition may 
perhaps be indicated by such names as 
“Shaved Clean,” ‘Dirty Ear,” “Strikes 
His Breast,” ‘‘Smokes at Night,” ‘‘Smells 
of Tobacco,” “Steals Tobacco.” ‘‘Beats 
His Wife,” ‘“‘Lying White Man,” ‘*‘The 
Glutton,” “Dirty Robes,” ‘‘Kicking 
Woman,” “Cold Feet,” Chief Coward,” 
“Stole a Gun at Night,” ‘‘Man Who 
Steals Women,” ‘“‘Man Loves Tobacco.” 

Within a space taken up by fifteen 
names is found in a Blackfeet treaty, 
warriors bold answering to the improb- 
able combination of “Stands Him Off,” 
“Wets His Mouth,” ‘“‘Whisky,”’ ‘‘Hard- 
Looking Man” and “Bad Hat.” 

Exploits and physical prowess are per- 
petuated in the names of the braves, 
and glancing over the list atrandom the 
eye is struck by such designations as 
“Big Brave,” ‘“‘Strangled the Wolf,” 
“Chief on the Prairie,” “Chief All 
Over,” *“‘Good Stabber,” “Under Swim- 
mer,” ‘*Good Shield,” ‘‘Good Warrior,” 
‘Ready to Shoot,” “Maa, Who, Don’t 
Run,” “Fight the Bear,” “Take It 
Alive,” “Good Shot” and ‘Many 
Wounds.” ‘ 

Some of the names bestowed carry 
with them contempt and derision. Of 
such are “Stays in Camp,” ‘‘Grand- 
mother,” ‘““Temporary Married,” ‘‘Lots 
of Sleep,” ‘Cat Shooter,” ‘‘Squaw 
Beater,” “Takes Back Gifts,” ‘Un- 
lucky,” ‘‘Gambler,” ‘‘All Goes,” ‘*Yel- 
low Liver,” ‘Bad Tempered Hear,” 
“Scared Out,” “Poor Goose,” “Nearly 
Dead,’’ *‘Captured.” 

Some idea of the worldly possessions 
of certain Indians is carried with such 
names as ‘‘Twelve Blankets,” ‘Heavy 
Gun,” “Two Guns,” ‘‘Many Horses,” 
‘‘Many Arrows,” ‘“‘Many Apes,” ‘‘Wolf 
(teeth) Necklace,” “Plenty to Eat,” 
“Bear Skin Cap,” ‘‘Leather. Leggin” 
and ‘*Tall Hat.” 

The variety of names indicating 
famed resemblances in appearnce, man- 
ners or voiee to birds and animals 
swells the strange list to such extent as 
to permit only of passing mention.

A BOY BEAR SLAYER. |

The hero of a “bear” adventure is 
Bert Monroe, son of Henry Monroe, of 
the valley near Helena, Mont. The 
boy is about nineteen or twenty years 
old, and is an enthusiastic hunter and a 
dead shot. Last fall, says the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, he killed the largest 
bear that had ever been killed in this 
section, and he refused seventy-five dol- 
lars for the hide.

THE AUSTRALIAN BALLOT. 


---—-_-_—_——o 


State of Washington. 

The Gazerre. has, at some trouble 
and expense, investigated the working 
of the Austratian ballot system in some 
of the States where it has already 
been adopted, a¥id in view of expected 


action on the part of our present Legis- 
laturesto remodel our élection laws 
and adopt the Australian system, the 
GAZETTE presents a brief digest of the 
law ae now in force in the State of 
Washington. As it is quite lengthy, 
it will be given m brief, and in short 
chapters, as space will permit. As it 
is looked upon as a radical departure 
from our present laws, a caretul read- 
ing will throw some light in dark 
places : 

Section one 
ballots and ca 
shall be furnished at the ex- 
pense of the counties, except in 
cases of municipal elections, when-the 
expense shall be a charge upon ‘the 
city or town where such election shail 
be held. | 

Section two provides that any 
eonvention, representing an “Or 

ized political body, as defined 
n subsequent sections, may nominate 
candidates for office. ; 

Section 
euch nominations shall be duly 
certified to the Secretary of State, 
or the clerk of the Board of 
County Commissioners, in form and 
manner specified in following sections. 
Sectiun four directs where such cer- 
tificates shall be filed, as they may con- 
cern State or county officers. 

Section five provides other.,.means 
whereby candidates may be nomi- 
nated, without a cunvention or pri- 
mary election, the restriction bein 
that for a State office, one hundre 
electors shall sign the certificate; for a 
county or district office, fifty-electors 
shall siga. 

Section six limits the certificate to 
one candidate for each office and con- 
fines the choice of the elector to one 
candidate for each office. | 
Section seven limits each precinct to 
two hundred aad fifty electors, or less. 
Section eight limits the time for fil- 
ing the certificate of nomination to not 
more than sixty days nor less than 
twenty days before election. 

Seetion nine directs the Secretary 
of State to certify to the clerk of the 
Board of County -Commissiopers the 
names of the.candidates, not less than 
twenty nor more than thirty days be- 
fore the election. 

Section ten provides for the publi- 
cation of the names of the nominees. 
Sections eleven and twelve provide 
for declinations and vacancies and the 
manner of filling such vacancies. 
Section thirteen provides for stick- 
ers to be placed on the ballots, in case 
of vacancies filled after they are 
printed. 

Section fourteen provides the man- 
ner of voling upon proposed amend- 
ments to the. constitution, or other 
questions, 

Section fifteen makes it the duty of 
the vlerk of the Board of County Com- 
missioners to provide printed ballots 


that. all 
of instraction 


vides 


for every election, and prohibits the 


use of any other ballot pbut-permits 
the voter to write the name of any. 
person he desires to vote for, if it is 
not printed on the ballot. 

Section sixteen provides that in 
school or irrigation districts, or mu- 
nicipal elections, that the municipal 
clerk shall perform the duties named 
in section fifteen. 

Section seventeen prescribes the 
form and arrangement of the names 
on the ballots. 

Section eighteen provides that the 
number of the ballots furnished shall 
be not less than three hundred for 
every fifty voters. 

Section nineteen provides the man- 
ner of correcting erro.s or omissions 
on the ballots. 

Section twenty provides for deliver- 
ering to the election boards, before the 
opening of the polls, the requisite 
number of official tickets, with a rub- 
ber stamp and inking pad for num- 
bering, dating and. designating the 
precinct. e

Speaking roughly there is at the pres- 
ent time over $5,000,000 in hard cash in 
the hands of the various State Treasur- 
ers in this country awaiting the claim 
of legal heirs, This large amount, says 
the New York Telegram, has been de- 
posited with the treasurers from time 
to time by public administrators.

The Herd of a Neformatory Introduces an 
Effectual Remedy for Insubordination. 
As is well-known, Major Robert W. 

McClaughry, recently warden of the 

State penitentiary at Joliet, is now the 

successful warden of the State reforma- 

tory at Huntington, Pa. He has con- 
ceived and adopted a new system of pun- 


‘ishment for such mstitutions which will 


doubtless provoke extended discussion 
at the next world’s prison congress. One 
day, says the Chicago Blade, the sharp- 
eyed Major, detecting one of the in- 
mates in violation of the rules of the 
shoe-shop, picked up a leather sole at 
hand and treated the astonished offend- 
er to a thorough and impressive spank- 
ing. The effect was so wholesome-and 
touching that it came to the Major as an 
inspiration that he had stumbled across 
the ideal nineteenth century system of 
punishment. 

He adopted the process at once, and is 
charmed with its success. For fear that 
exaggerated reports of the punishment 
might reach the public and accusation: 
of undue severity follow, he conclude 
to confer with the highest authori- 
ties in relation to it. He interviewe 
the Governor of Pennsylvaai. 
and explained the plan and its 
workings to him. The Governor was 
sonvulsed with laughter and said: ‘*Ma- 
ior, | heartily congratulate you on hav- 
ing struck the keynote and [ assure you 
that the good people of this common- 
wealth will sustain you-in this ‘war 
measure.’

He then calicd upon the chairman of 

he State Bourd of Charities, an old- 
ime Quaker, and explained the ‘situa- 
ion to him. The Quaker smiled broads 
ly and said: ‘Major, thee . deserves 
chanks and should go on with thy noble 
work. It reminds me of my sainted 
mother, who has been in Heaven many 
a year. It was her favorite method of 
correction, and I tell thee, Major, she 
did it well. It is proper and humane, 
and I approve of thee handsomely 
obedience.” 

The Major returned to his reforma- 
tory thoroughly convinced that his im- 
proved process of punishment would re- 
ceive general approbation. So now the 
weekly spanking school is a feature of 
the. institution and the Major’s strong 
right arm wields the avenging leather.

OCEANS OF ICE WATER. 


The Amount of Ice Used: by the Govern- 
ment Kmployes at Washington. 

“The amount of ice consumed by the 
departmentsin Washington is enormous 
in the aggregate,” said a- big dealer in 
the article to a Washington Star re- 
porter. “‘At the Treasury building alone 
a ton and a half of ice isdelivered every 
morning for the day’s consumption. 
Each room, you see, has its water cooler 
or at least, a pitcher, which must be 
kept filled with cold drink from nine 4. 
m. to fourp.m. The ice is delivered 
in great blocks from carts at the door, 
and the messengers chop it up into 
pieces, fill buckets with the lumps and 
carry the buckets all over the building, 
distributing to each pitcher or cooler its 
proper supply. In the collar. there are 
big refrigerators, which ave filled with 
a reserved stock. Nothing is put in 
these refrigerators exc pt ice, tue clerks 
not even being allowed to Keep bottled 
beer in them for noontide retreshments. 

“It is the same way with all the other 
departments. "The War, State and Navy 
together use about as much. as is con- 
sumed in the Treasury building. Butit 


the great devourer of ice. In: the Pen- 
sion Oflice and the main building of the 
department together from five to six 
tons are used every twenty-four hours. 
The post-office gobbles up twelve hun- 
dred poundsaday. However, you must 
remember that these quantities are al- 
ways variable. In summer much more 
goos than in winter, and, if the hot 
season is unusually long or intense, we 
people who take the contracts are apt 
to find them far from profitable. 

‘*Each department makes its own con- 
tract for ice. Lids aro advertised for 
annually and the dealer who offers a 
supply for the following year at the 
lowest rate gets the job. It is, toa cer- 
tain extent, a gamble, inasmuch as no 
definite amount of ice is agreed upon. 
The contractor receives so much money 
for providing a department. with all the 
frozen water that it requires, whatever 
this quantity may be. ‘Taking all the 
departments together, with their 
branches, At is probable that they von- 
sume about ‘twenty-four thousand 


round. « This makes a totyl annual con 
sumption of a good deal #sver four thou- 
S$ and tons.”
